PREFACE. 


The Victoria Jubilee Pahlavi Text Fund Committee, at a meeting held on 8rd July 1899, 
recommended the T.ustees of the Parsee Punchayet, to publish this volume by the photozinco process. 
The Trustees accepted this recommendaticn on 9th August 1899. Since the publication of the 
Nirangistan in 1894, Pahlavi books have been printed by the ordinary method under the patronage 
of this Fund, but this is the second volume printed by the photozinco process. The manuscript of 
this volume belonged to the late Mr. Manockjee Limjee Hoshang Hataria of Persia. It was one of the 
several manuscripts, and printed books, presented by the deceased gentleman, to the Committee of the 

-Zarthoshti Anjuman Atashbehram, to found a library in his name, in connection with the Atashbehram. 
The Trustees of the Parsee Punchayet and the Committee of the Victoria Jubilee Pahlavi Text Fund, 
offer their best thanks to the Committee of the Fire-temple, for their kindly placing the manuscript 
at their disposal for publication. They also offer their best thanks to Dastur Kaikobid Adarbad of Poona, 
for helping the Government Photozincograph Press at Poona, by tracing the soiled portions of the text 
according to its requirements.

INTRODUCTION. 


The task of publishing a text by the photozincograph process is not always a difficult one, 
because one has simply to place his text before his readers with all its faults and merits. But the task 
of publishing this work has been an exception for several reasons. 


Firstly, the text has been so much spoilt, especially on the margin and corners of some of the 
pages, that the soiled portion had to be traced on slips of paper, to enable the artist to take a proper photo. 
This would have been avoided had there been a collotyping press here. 


Secondly, the photozinco process, in the matter of this text, has not turned out to be as successful 
as one would have wished it tobe. Some of the marginal letters and some letters here and there even in the 
body of the pages, have not been printed. Hence, a separate table of corrigenda and addenda, has become 
unavoidably necessary, and the students, attempting to study this book, should frequently consult this 
table. Some of the words and letters on the corners and margins of the folio, being covered over with 
slips of papers, put over them to preserve the torn portions, an attempt has been made to recover and read 
those covered portions by moistening them with benzene and holding them before light. Where these 
attempts have been successful, the words are given in the addenda. My best thanks are due to 
Mr. Tehemuras Dinshaw Anklesarid, a member of the V. J.P. Text Committee, for this work and 
for preparing the table of corrigenda and addenda. Mr. Tehmuras has also otherwise assisted ime in 
arranging the order of the folios. 


Thirdly, the folios of the manuscript are notin their proper order. They have been mis- 
placed here and there. (1) They do not bear the rekabs or catch-words. (2) Again, all the chapters 
do not bear numbers, (3) And thirdly, some of the folios, being torn in their top-corners, where they 
are generally marked, the numbers of the folios have disappeared. All these facts add to the difficulty of 
assigning proper places to the folios, which seem to have been bound up in our manuscript in a 
haphazard way. 


There are altogether 55 folios in this manuscript. 
The first 86 folios bear numbers, from 20 to 72. 


The next 1 folio bears an illegible number which seems to be 73. 
The next 12 folios bear no numbers. 

The next 2 folios bear numbers 93 and 94. 

The last 4 folios bear no numbers.

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On the face of the book, the first 19 folios seem to be missing, because the very first foliois 
marked wm: 20. Again, the folios from 20 to 72 must contain altogether 53 folios, but as there are 
ouly 36, it appears at first sight, that 17 are missing in this first group. 


We will divide all the folios, for the sake of convenience, into two groups. I. The first, we will 
call the numbered group, becanse the folios therein are, with the. exception of two folios, more or less 
clearly marked in Persian characters. The second, we will call the unnumbered group, because the folivs 
therein, are, with the exception of three folios, not marked. 


The following list shows what folios are missing in the first numbered group :-—

We thus find that in the first numbered group of 36 folios, the following are missing :— 26, 
27,80, 85, 42, 48, 46, 47, 52, 58, 55, 56, 58, 65, 68, 69, 71. 


Now we cume to the second group of folios, which we have called the unnumbered group. It 
contains the remaining 19 folios. 
() Please note that the Persian characters )(,o <4) on the 24th folio are not clear in this photo-zincographed copy, 
hecause the corner end of the folio bearing the last three letters of the word y'¢a having been torn, a strip of paper has been put over 
it, On the 25th folio the word et in ee coms is well nigh clear in the vriginal, though not so in the present photo-zinco copy. 


(7) Please note that the original bears clearly the number )4a Uya, but that portion of the page being much spoilt, the 
characters have not appeared by the photo-zinco process. 


(*) In the original the numbers must have been marked, but as the corners are eaten away by worms and new slips of 
paper are put upon them, the characters have disappeared, 
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The first folio of this second group, i.e. the 78rd folio, bears a number which is not clearly 
legible, the last portion being torn out and covered with a slip of paper. But the first three letters seem 
to be 4, which lead to show that it may be ~« olig, 73, 


Thus the Ist folio in this group (7. ¢., the 87th in order) may be marked 73. 
The next 12 folios bear no number. 
The next 2 folios bear numbers 93 and 94, 


The next 4, 7. e., the last four in the book bear no number.

With respect to this second group we cannot clearly say what particular folios are missing, 
because almcst all the folios are unnumbered. 


Now it appears that some of the folios of the second unnumbered group are the missing folios, 
not only of the first numbered group of our manuscript, but also of the first batch of 19 folios, which 
precede the 20th numbered folio, and which, on the very face of the manuscript, are wanting. 


The most important fact that leads us-to say this, is the fact of the chapters being marked with 
numbers. The process of numbering the chapters in this manuscript, is one peculiar to it. We see 
nothing of the kind in other Pahlavi manuscripts, and even in Persian manuscripts, as faras I know. 
The chapters are not marked with Pahlavi or Persian numbers, but are marked with letters of the Persian 
alphabet, which we have to count up, according to the Persian method of numerical compilation, following 
the order of Abjad Havaz (jx, os?!)

So this 
fact also helps us to determine, that though 
| the copyist has omitted to number the chap- 
ter, it is evidently 47. That this folio 
cannot be any other than 73 is clear from 
the fact that the other folios 74 to 79 
commencing with the word —*, have been 
found in Ervad ‘Tehmuras’s manuscript. 


Now the next numbered folio in our manuscript is 98. So between 73 and 93 there are 19 folios 
wanting. Fortunately they are not missing altogether. They are in the possession of Ervad Tehmuras 
Dinshaw Anklesaria, who is the fortunate possessor of many old manuscripts. He has made a fac-simile 
copy of these folios in his possession, and has got it lithographed. He has not published. his copy as 
yet, but has kindly given me a copy to enable me to complete an examination of our manuscript, as to the 
proper order of its folios and chapters. So, with the help of this fac-simile of the folios, wanting in our 
manuscript, I will continue here the table which I have given above. 


We have seen above that between 73 and 93 there are 19 folios wanting, and they are with Mr. 
Tehmuras, but, as a matter of fact, Mr. Tehmuras has 20 folios. His portion of the manuscript seems to 
have been very well preserved, and the numbers of the folios are clearly marked. His 20 folios begin 
with ,4¢ 048, 74 and end with es) 91. Numbers 74 to 91, both inclusive, must make up 18 folios, but 
te out of the 20 folios, viz., o'to 044, 84 and » 24%, 89 bear, through some mistake of the copyist, the 
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same number. This accounts for the number of the folios of his manuscript being 20 instead of 18 accord- 
ing to our calculation. So we have still to account for one folio, vz., number 92, which is missing.

Now after determining the numbers of the chapters, we will see if some of the unnumbered folios 
ef the second group are the missing folios of the first group. Of the following folios, we can say with 
certainty, that they are not in their proper places. Of some of them we can fix with certainty the place, 
and allot them their proper position in the first missing batch of 19 folios and in the missing numbers of 


the first numbered group. 


1. First of all the unnumbered folio, bearing pages 79, 80 in our photozincographed copy is 
the first folio of the book, We read at top, the familiar words —~4Wp p49 {18 which generally 
begin Pahlavi books. After this usual remembrance of the name of God, we find the name of the book, 
viz., Madigan-i-hazar d&distan, These two facts clearly show that this folio must be the first folio of this 
book. 
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2. The next unnumbered folio of the second group, of which we can say with certainty, that it 
is not in its proper place in the book as we have it, is the folio bearing page numbers. 75, 76. It begins 
(on page 76) a new chapter which is marked 3 which according to the above ‘abjad’ rule is number’7. So 
this folio belongs to the first missing batch of 19 folios. 


8. Again the folio bearing pages numbered 85 and 86 must fill up the gap of one of the two 
missing folios 46 and 47. This folio begins a new chapter marked 7. ¢. 84. Folio 44 begins the 
chapter ,/ 33 which runs on, on folio 45. So this folio (pp.85, 86) of the second or unnumbered group, 
which begins chapter 34, must follow folio 45, which continues chapter 33. So it may be folio 46 or 47. 


Chapter 33 on folios 44 and 45 is on the subject of ~4yp4e)3 ‘ pledge’ and the same subject is continued 
on the folio in question which begins chapter 34. So it is evident that this folio is the missing folio 46. 


As regards the other unnumbered folios, we cannot fix their position in the manuscript with 
certainty, because (a) they bear no numbers, (6) they haye no rekdbs (4) or catch-words, and (c) they 
have no chapters bearing numbers. (d) Again, though the chapters have their own headings, their contents 
bear such a variety, that one cannot say with perfect certainty, that such and such a folio follows such 
and such a one. However looking to the context, one can venture to allot to many of the unnumbered 
folios, their proper places. At first I thought of cutting up the forms of the manuscript and arranging 
the folios,—both the above mentioned folios, whose position in the manuscript we can safely fix with 
certainty, and those whose pusitions can be determined by their context,—but on a second thought, I have 
thought it advisable not todo so, It isa little hazardous to nrejudice the mind of students with a 
particular system of arrangement. I give my reasons here for a particular way of arranging the other 
unnumbered folios and leave the students to their own way of fixing the order. 


There is a gap of two folios between folios 25and 28. I think the folio bearing page-numbers 
83, 84, fills up thé space for one of the two missing folios. The context of the folio enables us to say so. 
It contains the same subject as that treated by the folio marked 25. So, I think it is the missing folio 26. 
The next missing folio also must treat the same subject of apashmdn, pishimdl and pagimal which also 
runs on folio 28. 


The gap of the 35th folio can be filled up by pp. 87-88. The folio 34b begins a new chapter 
(ch. 26) on “OW Sardarih, The folio which bears page-numbers 87-88 continues the same subject 
which again is continued on folio 86 (p. 25), The last sentence of folio 34b rans thus ry 
we) yp 599) amat khvastak-i-roban-i-nafshman. The beginning of the folio (pp.87-88) which I pro- 
pose calling folio 35, runs thus: gy) PIO 922 Sag 398 4 gen ya) pavan satvarih val zak-i-de- 
digar sazak yehbiint sharita. Thus the last portion of folio 34 and the beginning of the new, which I 
think is the missing 35th, make up a proper sentence which would mean ** When, the wealth for ones’s 
own soul is given to another worthy person for being taken care of as trust “(or adoption) it is proper.” 


Again the same subject of sardarih continues on folio 36. These facts then lead us to determine 
that the folio bearing page-numbers 87-88 is the missing folio 35 
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Folios 42 and 43 are missing in the first group. I think the folio bearing page-numbers 95, 96 
is the 42nd folio, and the folio bearing page-numbers 77, 78 is the 48rd folio. Both these folios begin 
new chapters which bear the same letter J. Now it is folio 41b that bears the letter J (No. 80). So 
evidently these folios must follow, folio 41, which bears the letter J (No. 30). So it appears that these 
two folios bearing page’ numbers 95, 96 and 77, 78 have been marked by mistake J (30) instead of 9 
(31) and + (32). The next marked folio 44 bears ¢! (33). So these two folios properly fill up the gap 
between the marked folios 41 and 44. Again the context of the commencement of the folio (pp. 95 
and 96) helps us to determine this. ven if we suppose that the latter J is not the Persian \Lim but 
simply the Pahlavi », tle context helps us to say that these unmarked chapters are the missing chapters 
8land 82. Folios 46 and 47 are missing in the first group of marked folios. As we have said above 
the unmarked folio, bearing page-numbers 85, 86, bears the letters Y which make up the chapter-number 34. 
So it is clear that this folio must fill up the gap of one of the two missing folios 46 and 47. Folio 44 


begins chapter 88 which is on the subject of ~yp9up5 gardpganih, ¢. ¢., pledge. The same chapter on 
the same subject continues on folio 45. Now the top portion of this folio (pp. 85, 86) which bears 
chapter-number 34 ( ) also treats of the subject of “09 3 pledge. Therefore it appears that thie 


folio must be folio 46. It cannot be folio 47 because the subject which its new chapter 34 contains 
is that of canals. If it were folio 47, this same subject of katas canals must continue upon the marked 
folio 48, but that is not the case. So the 47th folio is missing and it must begin a new chapter (No, 35). 

The next missing folios are folios.52and 53, All the marked folios from folio 48 to folio 51, are on the 
subject of adi Satvarih. This subjact continues on the folio marked 54. So it is clear that the missing 


folios 52 and 53 must also be on the subject of Satvarth. We find that the folio bearing page-numbers 81 
and 82 is also on the same subject of Satvarih. So I think that this folio (pp. 81, 82) is either the 52nd 
or the 53rd folio, Unfortunately the portions beginning folio 54 and this folio (pp. 81,82) are miss- 
ing. So we are not in a position to fix with any certainty whether it is folio 52 or 53. In any case, the 
other missing folio, the 52nd or the 53rd must also be on the subject of Satvarzh. 


Folios 74 to 91 are missing in our manuscript but as pointed out above, they are fortunately 
with Mr, Tehmuras who proposes publishing them separately. They contain seven chapters from 48 to 
54, The numbers of the last two chapters in Mr. Tehmuras’s manuscript are determined by inference. 
The last folio of Mr. Tehmuras’s manuscript is 91 and the next marked or numbered folio in our 
menuscript is 98. So the 92nd folio is missing. I think the folio bearing page-numbers 89, 90 is the 
missing folio 92. The style of the last folio (91) of Mr. Tehmuras’s manuscript, the style of this folio 
and that of our next numbered folio 93, help us to determine that. The common style observed in these 


folios is tu wap RS or {@ Ia » ey or something like that. The context also helps us to say this. 


The last numbered folio we have,is 94 (pp. 101, 102). All the following folios are not 
aumbered, 7. ¢., their corner portions, over which the numbers are marked, being destroyed, the numbers 
have disappeared. But it appears that the four subsequent folios (pp- 103 to 110) in our mannu- 
script, arein proper order and that they form folio numbers 95, 96, 97 and 98. It is the same style 
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that helps us to determine this. The context also helps us to say this. It is a continuous long chapter 
beginning on folio 88b (second of the two, bearing the same number, by some mistake of the copyist) of 
Mr. Tehmuras’s manuscript. It is the longest chapter in the whole book. 


To the rest of the folios, we are not ina position to give a particular place in the gaps of the 
missing folios. But it appears that the folio, bearing page-numbers 97, 98, must follow the one bearing 
page-numbers 91, 92, The text at the end of the folio paged 91, 92 and that at the commencement 
of the folio paged 97 and 98 make up the following sentence which is complete in itself.

‘And when he says that such and such a person and Atarfarub made separate wounds to Matvin and 
this fact, viz., who first made the wound, (I do) not (know), but I know this, that the wound is done 
for the second time. 


The following Persian passage occurs on page 98. It gives the year 1006 Yazdazardi (1637

What is this Persian passage? Is it the colophon or is it a mere note of the transaction of an 
exchange of books? As it is not in the usual form of colophons, it appears that it may not be the 
colophon of the work, as it was originally written, but that it may be a note of the date of the transaction 
of the exchange of books. The sister gives to her brother, Rustam Néshirwin Bamanyér, this particular 
manuscript and 1000 dinars in return of a book of Yashts and Yisparad which she receives from him, The 
name of the brother shows that he was not the real brother, but some cousin, who is even now spoken of 
as a kind of brother among the Parsees. As her father’s name is given here as Asfandyar, his father’s 
name also would be Asfandyar, if he were a real brother. But itis not so. Itis Néshirwin, So I think 
that the Persian word which is illegible is some word showing some relationship between the two parties. 


I give here the text of the Persian writings on pp. 103 and 109 which are scribbled there in 
the’ shekasté style by some subsequent owners of the manuscripts. They do not throw any light on the 
date or condition of the manuscript.

The name of this book as given in tlfe commencement (p. 79) ‘is Madigin-i-Hazar Dadistan 
t. e., “ An account of 1,000 opinions,” The same folio (p. 89, 1. 14) gives us the name of the author as 
vagy ay)-Gdes Farkhémard (son) of Vahram. 
The names of several persons are mentioned in the book on whose authorities the decisions or 
opinions are given. For example on p. 20 (Il. 9 to 11), we find the name of Siavash and Rad-Oharmazd. 
The writer Farkhémard himself agrees with Sidvash (dich hamgiine yemellunam) and gives the different 


opinions of Rad-Oharmazd. It appears that the writer has little of his own to say. He gives the opinions 
(dadistan) of others, often with the words zinak-i-napesht, ¢. e., it is written in a place. 


Dr. West calls this book the “Social Code ofthe Parsis in Sassnian times.’’* It is a very appro- 
priate name, because it contains a number of regulations on the subject of various social matters, as marri- 
age, partnership, the maintenance of children, &c. I give below a list of the subjects treated in this book.

Co-propriciors. 


Ifa partner seeks for a proper separation of the wealth and the accumulated increase (naka- 
sya va vakhsh) of his parents, and having arranged for a demand, desires to have back from the partners 
the valuable things, it is proper. When the debt of the parents increages with interest, if a person 
advances (the claim of) his share for acceptance and that man who has to pay him says, “I will not accept 
(your claim) till (the claim of) others are settled,” and when he settles (the claim of others) if that man 
again asks for his wealth from the partners, it is not lawful, 


When he says that “I accept that others’ (claim) be settled,’ and when he settles the (claim of) 
others and (for that purpose) asks back from the partners (their shares), it is proper, because when he 
said “ settle (the claim),” then it is like making a demand.

Karnari-Mandli and the speech of the late Mr. Kharshedji Rustamji 
Cama, the President of the society." Ervad Tehmuras was a pupil, of 
whom Mr. Cama was proud. On,his death, Mr. Cama, gave to the 
society, asum of Rs. 500 to commemorate his name, on condition 
that the sum may be kept intact in an account to be opened in the 
name of Ervad Tehmuras, and the interest used for the expenses of 
the Society.

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the publication of the Pahlavi literature, was the desire to see the rare 
and unique collection of the old Pahlavi manuscripts in the library of 
Ervad Tehmuras published. In this collection, the larger manuscript of 
the Bundehsh, which he called the Grand Bundehsh, was a special 
favourite of Prof. Darmesteter. It has, as said above, bezn recently 
published by the photo-zinco process under the learned direction of 
Mr. Behramgore Tehmuras Anklesaria. 


Jn his French translation of the Zend Avesta, Prof. Darmesteter 
thus speaks of Ervad Tehmuras : 


‘‘T had the good fortune to meet a guide, as learned as modest in 
the person of a simple Herbed, a printer by profession, who reminds 
me of the learned printers of the Renaisance, Ervad Tahmuras Din- 
shawjee Anklesaria, the person who possesses the most certain. 
and the most extensive knowledge of the Pahlavi literature.”} 


The next scholar, who had a great regard for Ervad Tehmuras’s 
Pahlavi lore was Dr. West. I had found this during an interview 
I had with him, at Munich, in 1889. His correspondence with Ervad 
Tehmuras also shows this. Ervad Tehmuras had supplied Dr. West with 
eopies of many Pahlavi books. These copies form a part of the collection 
of the manuscripts of Dr. West, now held by the Royal Asiatic Society 
of England. Dr. West now and then consulted Ervad Tehmuras on some 
Pahlavi passages.’ 


Ervad Tehmuras was, according to the practice of those times, 
married at the early age of four. We know 
that now it is generally love that begets union. But 
during those times, there were numbers of marriages, wherein union begot 
love. Mrs. Tehmuras, (né Bai Shirinbai Muncherji) was a lady of the

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burning wicks of the oil lamps in the morning to fire-places, and there, 
to place them in the burning fire, the idea being ‘ jot sith jot melavvi' 
(Ad wu Ad Raat) that is, “to let the burning flame meet with the 
flame whence it arose.” But now, one of the Atash Behrams, the sanc- 
tuary of one of the highest grades of the Sacred Fire, has admitted 
electric light within its precincts. 


Educated priests of the Community have often been giving a help- 
ing hand to the cause of Progress, and Ervad Tehmuras was one of the 
brave band who stood in the front. True progress is never destruc- 
tive, it is always constructive. It rests, to a certain extention good 
sound conservatism. Ervad Tehmuras was one of such Progressives. 
He was a constructive Reformer. 


Among Europeans scholars of Iranian literature of the past gener 


* ation, two had great regard for Ervad Tehmuras. 
ehmuras and Drs. 

Darmesteter and They were the late Prof Darmesteter and Dr. West. 
eet Thad the pleasure of knowing the views of both. 
Prof. Darmesteter, wheu he was in Bombay, in the early part of 
1887, took the opportunity of visiting the libraries of our learned 
Dasturs and Ervads and even of reading with some of them. Eryvad Teh- 
muras was one with whom he read for several days at his Fort Printing 
Press, and during our short literary visits to Naosari and Surat, I re- 
member Prof. Darmesteter speaking highly of Ervad Tehmuras’s attain- 
ments in the study of Pahlavi. 


The Victoria Jubilee Pahlavi Text Fund, referred to above, was the 
result of a lecture, delivered by Prof. Darmesteter, under the President- 
ships of the late Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy, the third Baronet, in January 
1887, wherein he exorted his Purses hearers to commemorate the 
coming golden Jubilee of Her Majesty, the late Queen Victoria, by 
starting a fund for the publication of unpublished Pahlavi literature. 
Shams-ul-Ulma Dastur (then Ervad) Darab Peshotan Sanjana, the late 
Dastur Phiroze Jamaspji Jamaspasa and myself, immediately after 
the lecture, formed ourselves into a small Committee to collect funds, 
and on the very next day, going from house to house, we collected 
a small fund. Soon after, we were kindly relieved of further work 
in the matter, by the Trustees of the Parsce Punchayet, who, under 
the advice of the then secretary, the late Mr. Nasserwanji Byramji, 
collected further funds. One reason among others which particu- 
larly led Prof. Darmesteter to suggest the idea of starting a fund for 
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the earnest endeavour of the philosopher and the divina to discover, 
if possible, the spell by which this apparently effete religion continues 
to command the attachment ot the enlightened Parsees of India, and 
makes them turn a deaf ear to the allurements of the Brahmanic 
‘worship and the earnest appeals of Christian missionaries.” ! 


The real spell, according to my views, is this: The Parsees, 
adhering to the stable elements of their Zoroastrianism, have adapted 
themse' ves to the changing times, in the matter of their customs and 
manners, and even in that of their rites and ceremonies. They prefer 
‘‘old that is gold” in their own Institutions, but are prepared to adapt 
themselves to changing times, changing needs and changing cireum- 
stances. Of course, there has always been a fight, between old and new 
views, for some time, but the community as a body, has soon yielded 
to the demands of reason in such matters. For example, take the 
following two or three instances :— 


When the medical College was first opened in Bombay, Parsee 
parents objected to sending their sons to that institution, saying that, 
there, the pupils had to come into some contact with dead bodies, 
which, in tha Vendidid were taken to be nasd, and were therefore, from 
a sanitary point of view, to be avoided. But better counsels soon pre- 
vailed and now hundreds of Parsee youths have taken to this noble pro- 
fession. 


When steam first began to be used in Bombay, Parsee parents 
objected to their sons working as engine drivers or firemen, as 
they had, at times, to pour water over the fire and to extinguish it. 
But that prejudice soon died out, and now, there are hundreds of Parsee 
youths in that line. They are made to see that the use of fire, 
whereby it can administer to alleviate the wants of mankind and to 
help its prosperity and progress, would be the best way of showing the 
reverence due to it as the Symbol of Divinity. 


Again, take a more recent case. Some people objected to 
the use of gas and electric light in the fire-temples, on the 
ground, that, in the case of its use, they had to extinguish the light, 
which they thought was opposed to the old teaching. The old practice, 
which was seen in many a household, was to take away the

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He was elected for some years an examiner in Avesta and Pahlavi 
in the University of Bombay, being first appointed in 1890. He had 
acted, for several years, as an honorary examiner of several educational 
institutions. He had helped the publication in 1873 of the Khordeh 
Avesta and its translation into Persian by Mr. Tirand4z Ardabin, who 
had latterly become the Naib-Dastoor in Yezd in Persia. This help 
was, as it were, in return of the services of Mr. Tirandaz, who was very 
helpful to Ervad Tehmuras in procuring some old manuscripts from 
Persia.

sioce a das who, under the banner of their leader, the late Mr. 


Kharshedji Rustamji Cama, the founder of the Western method of 


Tranian studies in India, always stood for social and religious progress. 


A religion is like a living organism. It has its stable elements as 
well as its unstable, changing or moving elements. Religious customs, 
tites, and ceremonies, principally form the latter. Asin the case of @ 
living organism, unless the unstable parts change, life would be 
extinct, so, in the case of a religion, unless it adapted itself to changed 
times, places and circumstances, and unless it moved in the line of Pro- 
gress, in the matter of its manners, customs, ritual and ceremony, it 
would soon be extinct. The late Professor Max Muller writing of the 
Parsees once said as follows:— 


‘‘ Though every religion is of real and vital interest in its earliest. 
state only, yet its later development too, with all its misunderstand- 
ings, faults and corruptions offers many an instructive lesson to the 
thoughtful student of history. Here is a religion, one of the most. 
ancient of the world, once the state religion of the most powerful 
empire, driven away from its native soil, deprived of political influence, 
without even the prestige of a powerful or enlightened priesthood, and 
yet professed by a handful of exiles—men of wealth, intelligence, and 
moral worth in Western India—with an unhesitating fervour such as 
is seldom to be found in larger religious communities. It is well worth 
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Ervad Tehmuras was as active in teaching as in learning. In 1874, 


he first started a class in the Dadyseth Agiy&ri to 
teach Avesta. As there were no enthusiastic stu- 
dents, the class did not continue long. Then, in 1877, he started a new 
class in his Fort Printing Press, which he had then recently acquired. 
I had the pleasure of attending that class, in company with the late 
Mr. Jamsetji Nusserwanji Petit and twoor thraa othar students. As 
I shortly afterwards, began reading for the M. A. and for the LL.B, I 
discontinued my attendance. However, though I studied latterly the 
Iranian languages at the Sir Jamsetji and the Mulla Feroze Madresas, 
especially the former, I may say, that [ was beneited by the few early 
lessons taken in this class and much more benefited by the literary 
friendship thus contracted with Ervad Tehmuras. The late Mc. Jamsetji 
Nusserwanji Petit was an enthusiastic pupil of Ervad Tehmuras, both 
in the evening class which was held twice a week, at the Press and 
at his own house where Ervad Tehmuras went twice or thrice a week. 
Mr. Jamsetji took a special interest in the study of the Vendidad under 
Tehmuras, and I remember his having translated in verse the first 
few chapters of the Vendidad. During my ooe3asional visits to him, 
Mr. Jamsetji Petit used to recite, or I should rather say sing, before 
me this translation, principally prepared with the idea of popularizing 
the book among the Parsees. I would recommend my friend Mr. 
Jejeebhoy Pestonji Mistry, who has kindly edited and published some 
of the other verses of the late Mr. Jamsetji Petit, to find out from 
the papers of his friend the translation of the Vendidad and publish it. 


As a Teacher. 


Ervad Tehmuras's activities were not confined to these fields of a 
uieee. Hoduout teacher, author and publisher. He took an active 
activity: part in the work of ths various literary and educa- 
tional societies of Bombay, such as the Zarthosti 
Dinni Khol-karuari Mandli, the Rhahnumai Sabhi, the Victoria Jubilee 
Pahlavi Text Fund Committee and the Dnyfn Prasdrak Mandli. Of 
the first of these societies he was an active member, since its very foun- 
dation in 1864, and its Honorary Secretary for nearly eight years, from 
1874 to 1882. He had read, as said above, about 24 papers before it. He 
had acted as an Honorary Superintendent of the religious classes con- 
ducted by the Rahanumai Sabhi, of the Managing Committee of which 
he was an active member. For several years, from 1881 to 1890, he 
published a Gujarati monthly periodical, entitled the Foorsad ¢. ¢. the 
Leisure Hour, which still flourishes and is now conducted by Me 
Bomonji Nowroji Kabraji.

This letter of Dr. West further shows, that the deaths of 
both these scholars, Ervad Tehmuras and Dr. West, 

Dr. West asks for . ; 
old Pahl.commentaries have been a real loss to the cause of Pahlavi studies. 
for his Pahl. Vendidad- We find from it, that, had Dr. West lived longer, we 
would have had from his learned pen, translations of the Pahlavi 
Vendidfd and the Pahlavi Nirangistan. In a previous letter dated 

29th November 1894, he had written : 


‘* Don’t forget that I should be much obliged for a copy of the old 
commentary of the Vendiddd in one of your Iranian Ms., when- 
ever it is convenient to have it copied. And any information I can 
give you is always at your disposal.” 


In this next letter he thus writes on the subject : 


“T was contemplating, if J live long enouyh,’ trying to translate 
the Pahl. Vend. at full length, and any extra commentary, would be 
decidedly useful. Ihave however the seventh book of the Dinkard 
and the Nirangistan to finish first, and I am half way through my 71st 
year; so my chances of starting upon the Vendiddéd are small. The 
Commentary would be kept to myself as long as I live, and as much 
longer as you wish. I should translate if J Aad time,' but not publish 
the text without your permission.” 


Students of the question of the antiquity of the Avesta will be 
interested in reading the following view of Dr. West, given in‘this letter, 
about Prof. Darmesteter’s the-then-recent theory of the origin of the 
Avesta ; 


‘“E suppose you have heard of poor Darmesteter’s theory about 
the origin of the Avesta, which amounts to stating that only a little of 
it is old, and the rest written about 50 years before Christ and 230 
after Christ, the Gathds being of the latter time. Hardly any one 
who is a real Avesta scholar accepts this theery, but Darmesteter held 
to it to the last.”

ety Mirae thethen librarian, the late lamented Dastur Erachji 
Sorabji Meherjirana, had copied from Ervad Tehmuras’s old manus- 
cripts. In the same way, the Meherji Rand library at Naosari con- 
tains many manuscripts presented to it by Dastur Erachji, who, while 
copying Ervad Tehmuras’s manuscripts for the Moola Firoze library, 
was taking duplicate copies for his own personal library also. Again, 
Ervad Tehmuras had supplied copies of some of his old manuscripts 
to some European scholars, and among them, espacially to Prof. Darmes- 
teter and lr. West. The private libraries of these two great scholars 
have passed into the hands of the Biblothéque Nationale and the Royal 
Asiatic Society of London. So, the Libraries of these Institutions 
have been enriched by copies of his manuscripts, and in some cases, even 
by original old manuscripts themselves. For example, the Biblothéque 
Nationale contains an old Vendidad, written by Dastur Darib Pahlan, 
the well-known Dastur of Naosari, who lived about 200 years ago 
(1667-1734 A. D.). It is the gift of Ervad Tehmuras, who, to comme- 
morate the event of Prof. Darmesteter’s visit to India, presented that 
copy to the library through him.? 


Dr. West was very anxious to see Ervad Tehmuras publish 

Dr. West, anxious 80me of his, what he called, “ unique” texts. In 
ane eeripts matlinhed a letter dated “‘ 6th December 1894, 4 Crowfurd 
‘Terrace, Maidenhead” England, he thus exhorts him 


to do so:— 


“I should be very glad if you would really publish some of the 
texts of which you possess unique, or nearly unique, manuscripts, in or- 
der to reap whatever benefit can arise from doing so. I do not think the 
value of such Mas, increases by keeping them to oneself longer than is 
necessary; and the information they contain may be of much use for in-

An old Pahlavi work, upon the acquisition of which Ervad 
Tehm ras had set his heart, is one, known as Khudaéi-N&meh (i.e. the 
book of the kings), referred to by Firdousi in his Shah-Nameh. Mr. 
R. B. Paymaster, says of the manuscript, probably on the sauthori!y 
of Ervad Tehmuras, that it was owned by an Irani Zoro- 
astrian lady of Persia. Ervad Tehmuras sent for her  son- 
in-law, who was in Bombay, and sent him specially to Persia to get it 
from his mother-in law. He wentand took it from the old lady's cellar, 
where she stored wines. The lady on coming to know of this, 
lodged a complaint before the governor of the town against her son-in- 
law, who was compelled to return it. The lady removed the book, on 
every Jamshedi Naoroz day, from her cellar, and, removing the pages 
that were damaged, locked it up there again. That was a great dis- 
appointment to Tehmuras. Among the many kind words of good 
wishes and encouragement that I had heard from some literary friends 
on the occasion of my departure from Bombay in April 1911 for a pro 
posed visit to Persia, which unfortunately fell through owing to my 
illness during the voyage, I particularly remember, with regret for a 
lost opportunity, the words of my friend, Mr. Behramgore Tehmuras 
Anklesaria, the learned son of a learned father, exhorting me to search 
for the Khudii-nameh on which his father had set his heart. This Khudai 
Nameh 9%) ~v4ve_ is referred to in the larger Bundehesh. Dr. West? 
has not taken these words for a proper noun indicating the name of 
aoook, but taking them to be common nouns have translated them as 
“renowned (nameh) in the empire (khudai).” 


Firdousi seems to refer to this Khuddi-Nameh, when he speaks of 
book of old times’ geh-i basi@n, which gave him materials for his 
Sha&h-Nameh.

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Introductions of Dr. West in his Pahlavi translations in the series of 
the Sacred Books of the Hast, and to the readers of the prefaces of 
other Pahlavi publications, the references to the old manuscripts 
of Tehmuras are well known. The ‘‘Fragments Tahmuras” form a cons: 
picuous prct of the late Prof. Darmesteter’s third volume of the ‘‘Zend 
Avesta”.' Ervad Tehmuras had spent a good deal of his hard-earned 
money in the acquisition of very rare old manuscripts, not only from 
India, but also from the ancient fatherland of Persia. 


We know, that manuseript-writing was, as it were, a profes- 
sion in itself. We find several manuscripts of the same scribe 
or writer, both in Persia and in India. In some eases, the work 
of a scribe is followed in a family, the son learning that art 
from his father. Thus, old manuscripts of some efficient writers, 
have an additional value of their own. So, Ervad Tehmuras tried 
to get old manuscripts of such experienced writers. To do so he 
traced exact fac-simile copies of the first and last pages of some of the 
old manuscripts in the libraries of Dasturs and Ervads here. He then 
sent these as spacimens to Parsia, through his Irani Zoroastrian friends 
here, and asked them to procure other manuscripts of these writers from 
there. leis said to have resorted to this plan more than once, and 
at times, is said to have specially deputed for this purpose, at first, Mr. 
Khodabakhsh and then Mr. Tirand4z, an Irani Zoroastrian priest, who 
was a great friend of Tehmuras and who latterly became a Naib-Dastur of 
Persia. Among the manuscripts so collected by Ervad Tehmuras, some 
are unique. They have no other copies. 


We thus see, that Ervad Tehmuras was very fond of collecting old 
and rare manuscripts. His library was a real literary ganj (treasure). 
In an Afrin recited after the Afringans, we pray that “the results of 
our action may go to the ganj i.e., the treasury of Ahura Mazda, the 
Brilliant and the Glorious and tothe Ameshaspands” (Yo kardehd pa 
ganj-i Dadar Ahura Mazd, rayomond khorehmand Ameshdspanddn 
be-rasdd), It is an altriustic view, supporting the statement of 
Herodotus! “that the ancient Persians were required to pray, not 
only for themselves, but for all the Persians and for their king.”. 
In the matter of his literary ganj, Ervad Tehmuras did the same. The 
rare and unique treasure of his old manuscripts was accessible to all.

delay in the Public- press, have waited for Introductions at his hands. 

Reais But alas! they have waited too long. Ervad 

Tehmuras died no 19th October 1903, without seeing his pet publications 

placed in the hands of the public, though, now and then, he readily placed 
their advanced proofs in the hands of students. 


It is a pity, that Parsee philanthorophy, though cosmopolitan in 
its various aspects, has not been sufficiently directed in the path 
of helping the students of the ancient literature of the community. 
I remember having read somewhere, that the late Prof. Max Muller 
complained, in his younger days, of the manner, in which, at first, he 
and students of his stamp, who worked in the field of ancient literature, 
were looked at. They were looked at with little favour, and were 
considered, as it were, as drones in society. If that was so, in the 
West, no wonder it is so inthe East. It appears. that such was not the 
case formerly in India, when Sharasvati (Learning) looked to Shri 
(Wealth) for patronage, and the look was kindly received But times 
are changed ! 


For students of this stamp, there are few fields here, to which, at 
the same time that they are working for the cause of science, they 
can look for their livelihood. Such being the case, Ervad Tehmuras 
had to look after the management of his press, which in order to 
pay, had to look to all kinds of job work. To make up for 
what the press itself could not do, Ervad Tehmuras had taken to piece 
goods trade, which daily took up some of his time. He had started a 
ginning factory at Una, in Kathiawar, where he had to spend a part of 
the year annually. All these engagements did uot give him 
sufficient leisure to attend to his literary work. This was a loss to 
the cause of science. 


Latterly, leaving some of this outdoor work to his eldest son, 
Mr. Dhunjishaw, who is a graduate of the Bombay University, he was 
able to revert to his favourite studies, wherin le was said to have been 
working at times, for about 10 hours daily. Had he lived for e few 
years more, Iranian Science would have been much benefitted. 


Being a zealous Pahlavi scholar, Ervad Tehmuras was very fond of

Besides these, Ervad Tehmuras had read before the Zarthoshti 
Din-ni Khol Karnari Mandli (The Society forthe promotion of researches 
into the Zoroastrian Religion), about 24 papers, the first being read in 
1868. Outlines of these papers are printed in the Reports of the 
Society. He had also contributed a number of articles on various Iranian 
subjects in the Gujarati papers. 


Of all his work, the most important were the Pahlavi texts, all, 
prepared and collated by him, but unfortunately 
left unpublished during his life-time. They all show 
the great care, time and labour devoted by him to these. They are the 
following. 


His Pahlavi Texts. 


1. The Social Code of the Sassinians or The Supplement to the 
Madigin-i-Hazfr DadistAn, which forms the subject of 
this fac-simile. 


2. The Pahlavi, Pazend and Sanskrit Minokherad. 
3. The Datistan-i-Dintk. 


44. The grand Bundehesh, an old copy of which he had obtained 
from Persia. This text has been published after his death, in 1904 by his 
son Mr. Behramgore Tehmuras Anklesaria, under the auspices of the 
Victoria Jubilee Pahlavi Text Fund, held by the Trustees of the Parsée 
Punchayet Funds and Properties. 

Besides these, the late Dastur Dr. Jamaspji Minocherji Jamasp- 
asana had got published from his press, collated edition of some 
Pahlavi Texts, prepared under Ervad Tehmuras’s direct superintendence. 


One of these, the Datistin-i-Dintk has been referred to 
above, as his first work. Ervad Tehmuras’s copy of the Datistan-i 
Dintk is very old!. It is said, that it was this prize-essay that suggest- 
ed to him, the idea of sending for on old copy direct from Persia. He 
specially deputed Mr. Khodabux Farud Abidan, one of his Irani Zoroas- 
trian friends, to get a copy from Persia and he got it.

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So, there were found, many, even among the clergy, who did not read 
their services in the original Avesta character. It was the desire of 
Ervad Tehmuras to counteract this tendency, and so, with 
a press of his own, it was his ambition to issue cheap editions 
of the different prayers in the Avesta character. Some of these, he 
printed at his own risk and expense, and some, at the direction of 
others. Among such publications we find the following :—(1) The 
Khordeh Avesta. (2) The Farokhshi, Afringan and Afrins. (8) The 
Yacna. (4) The Vendidad typographed in specially prepared 
large Avesta types with the ritualistic instructions printed in 
Gujarati characters. 


Among his publications, we find the following, wherein he has 
Some of his pub- shewn 8 good deal of his profound knowledge of the. 
Heavions: Tranian and Indian languages. 


1. Siavakhsh-naimeh in Gujarati, published in 1873. He edited :this 
bock, which was written by one Rustam Peshotan Hamjiyar in 1689. It 
gives in Gujarati verge an account of the Iranian prince Siavakhsh. In 
this work, Ervad Tehmuras has shewn a good deal of learning in making 
the old Gujarati intelligible to modern readers. His knowledge of the 
Iranian languages and of Sanskrit haa veen of great use to him in inter- 
preting it. 


2. Ardvigur Yasht b& maeni, published in 1874. It gives the 
Ardvigur Yasht in Gujarati characters with an excellent translation in 
Gujarati. This Yasht was used to be much recited, and is, even now 
recited to a certain extent by some of the clergy and the laity, in the 
Aban month, the 8th month of the year. So, in addition to the students 
it has been of much use to the laymen. 


3. A pamphlet, entitled ayer aioyerrtia Aaai Gu 2 8 (ie. It is 
proper to admit non-Zoroastrians into the fold) published in 1882. At that 
time, there lived in Mazagon, a part of Bombay, a number of people-male, 
female and children—who observed, it was said, all the manners and 
customs of the Parsees. They were the children of Parsee fathers by 
non-Parsee women. A number of people, headed by Dastur Jamaspji 
Minocherji Jamasp-dsana, took them into the Zoroastrian fold by invest- 
ing them with Sudreh and Kusti (i.e. the sacred shirt and thread). 
A majority of the community did not like the movement from a social 

point of view. In this pamphlet Ervad Tehmuras tried to justify the 
movement. 
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Out of these liturgical prayers, they were expected to know by heart 
the Yagna and the Visparad. The Vendidad, which is recited from mid- 
night to morn, was read from manuscripts. There was, among the 
clergy, a class of scribes, whose business it was to copy these 
prayers and sell them to the laity, who considered it meritorious 
to purchase them and to present them to the clergy who required them. 
The laity, at times, got such manuscripts written in honour of, or for 
the meritoriousness of their dear departed ones. The colophons of 
many old manuscripts give the names of the different parties in these 
transactions. As a matter of course, we find therein, the names of the 
writers and the dates when they were written. But, at times, we find 
also the names of the persons at whose directions the manuscripts were 
written by the scribe. Ifthe person so directing had got it written 
for his own spiritual meritoriousness or good, it was so stated therein. 
At times, he got it written in memory of a deceased relation, and in 
that case, the latter’s name was mentioned. The town where it was 
written was also mentioned. Again, the writer wished in the colophon, 
that those, who read or prayed from the manuscript, were, in return for 
the use of the book, to invoke God’s blessings on the writer, and on the 
person at whose direotion, or for whose memory, it was written. 


These colophons of old manuscripts are, to a certain extent, a 
copy, as it were of the method of the Dibdcheh or Introduction of 


some liturgical prayers, like the Afrig&n, in which the following are 
embodied :— 


1. The name of the town where the liturgical service is performed. 
2 The name of the day of the month on which it is performed. 


3. The name of the person, whether living (zindeh ravdn) or dead 
{anoshek-ravdn), in whose honour it is performed. 


4. The name of the person, at whose direction (farmdyashné) it is 
performed. 


Now, with the introduction of Gujarati printing in India, not only 
the laity but even the clergy began to lose touch with the know- 
ledge of the original Avesta characters. Cheap books, not only for ordi- 
nary prayers of the laity but also for the liturgical services by the 
clergy, viz., the Yagna, the Vendidad, etc., were printed in Gujarati. 
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the difficulty, arising, as is well-known, from having incorrect or 
carelessly written copies. 


I will quote Prof. Darmesteter here, at some length, as what he 
wrote in 1887 shews the manner, in which Ervad Tehmuras tried to 
collect old manuscripts, of which I will speak a little later on :—

Tahmuras, émerveillé, commenga, 4 distance, une recherche systematique 
dans le Perse et il recut bientdt un nouveau manuscrit contenant le 
méme texte du Bundehesh et le Nirangistan” (Revue Critique d’ 
Histoire et de Litterature. 5 Décembre 1887. Nouvelle Série Tome 
XXIV, No. 49 p 428.) 


The purchase of the Fort Printing Press in 1876 put Ervad Tehmu- 
His Fort Printing ras into a position, which, as said by Prof. Darmes- 
Eres: teter, reminded one, of some of the learned scholars 
of Europe, who, with the help of their own presses, were instrumental 
in the spread of knowledge, and thus, indirectly in the work of helping 
the Renaissance. This press, took some active part, under Ervad 
Tehmuras’s direction, in the spread of cheap Avesta literature. 


Most of the Parsis, now-a-days, read their Avesta prayers 
Parsee Prayer books. in Gujarati characters. Upto about 40 or 50 
eb aetronnects years ago, the clergy generally read and learnt 
their liturgical prayers from manuscripts in original Avesta characters. 
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Muncherji Dastur, M. A., the present Registrar of the Bombay Univer- 
sity and Mr. Framji Kharshedji Bajan, who has recently retired from 
his post of a teacher at the Elphinstone High School. While attending 
the above class there, it was a pleasure to hear Ervad Tehmuras converse 
very fluently in Persian and Dari, with the Iranis there. This contact 
with the Irénis much helped his knowledge of Persian. I remember 
Ervad Khodabux often sitting by the side of Ervad Tehmuras when he 
conducted his classes. 


Ervad Tehmuras’s first literary work was done in about 1872 A.D, 
jointly with his friend, Ervad Sheriarji Dadabhoy 
Bharucha. It was the Gujrati translation of the 
DaAdist&n-i-Dinik. With the translation, the joint authors had pre- 
pared a transliteration and notes. It was a competitive essay 
which won a Prize of Rs. 900, announced in honor of the late 
Dr. Haug. This work has still remained unpublished. The delay 
in the publication of this work, as in the case of some other works 
of Ervad T'echmuras, was his idea of being thorough in his work. 
This idea of being thorough, is, in some oases, due to a kind of 
literary nervousness in some authors, which, though laudable in itself 
to a certain extent, does certain harm to the course of acience. This 
nervousness makes them afraid of literary criticiem for the 
slightest of shortoomings in their work. T find such nervousness more 
among Indian than European scholars. A happy thought or a flash of 
literary inspiration passes through their minds. They communicate it 
to some friends but hesitate to place it before the public, lest 
it may be found to be an immature production. Such is not generally 
the case with European scholars, who st once launch their new 
thoughts before the public, even if they be plausible conjectures. 
Ervad Tehmuras, suffered through some nervousness of that kind, 
which was one of the reasons why most of his literary work has remained 
unpublisbed. He used to write in several Parsi papers, but that, 
more under a nom-de-plume, or anonymously, than over his own 
name. That was due, to such nervousness combined with modesty. 
Prof. Darmesteter, while writing about him, in connection with a 
short notice of the manuscript of this fac-simile publication, refers to 
this work of the D&adist&n-i-Dinik, and attributes the delay in ita 
publication to the above said desire on the part of Ervad Tehmuras to 
be thorough in his work, by having before him a better and older copy 
of the DAdistan, for the better elucidation of some difficult passages—

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more or less, a student well-nigh upto the end of his life. He pro- 
secuted his Sanskrit studies at home under a Hindu Shastri. In 
all his studies, Pahlavi was his special strong subject, in which he was 
much helped by his deeper knowledge of Persian. 


As said above, Persian was the first Irdnian language that he 
learnt. He had commenced its study at Deesa and 
_His further studies he prosecuted it further in Bombay,.mostly in com- 
oeger pany with the Irani Zoroastrian priests, whose head 
quarters in Bombay was at the Dadyseth Agyari. As we will see 
later on, he held classes in this fire-temple, and so, while going there, he 
contrasted friendship with many Irani priests there, and in their com- 
pany, and especially in the company of their leaders, Mr. Tirandaz and 
Mr Khodabux, he learnt a good deal of the manners and customs of Iran, 
and of the languages of the country as spoken by the Irani Zoroastrians. 
The Persian they spoke was older and purer than that spoken by the 
Mahomedans. They also spoke the Dari, a dialect of the Persian Ervad 
Tehmuras spoke both these languages very fluently. Someof the Iranis, 
with whom he came into contact, knew a little of Pahlavialso I remember 
well, among them one Mr. Khodabux, who helped Ervad Fehmuras, later 
on, by copying some of the Pahlavi manuscripts for him and by procur- 
ing him some rare manuscripts from Persia. Ervad Tehmuras’s know- 
ledge of Persian had, later on, attracted the attention of father Lingman, 
eon of the Jesuist fathers, who conducted St. Xavier College. He learnt 
Persian under him, and Jater on became a Professor of Persian in his 
college. In return of the knowledge of Persian, which Ervad Tehmuras 
imparted to the German father, the latter taught Ervad Tehmuras, the 
German language. Similarly, he helped the late Dr. Gersen da Cunha 
in his studies of deciphering Sass&nian coins, and, in return, learnt 
French from him. In the same way, he taught Avesta to the late 
Mr. Pestonji Sorabji Khareghat, a well-known accountant of Bombay, 
and learned mathematics in return from him. 


I had the pleasure of being a pupil of Ervad Tehmuras for a few 
months in my study of Persian. As said in the preface of one of my books, 
“The Translation of the first part of Shah-nameh,” which I had the 
satisfaction of dedicating to his memory, I had the pleasure of taking 
my first lessons in the Shah-nameh under him. It was at the Dadyseth 
Agiary, where he was conducting a private class in Persian, that I had 
begun my Shah-nameh with him in April 1872. I had as my 
co-students in this class of three, Khan Bahadur Prof. Fardunji 
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won a gold medal of Rs. 250, founded by the late Mr. Khar- 
shedji Furdunji Parekh. In 1874, he won the Lady Avanbai Fellow- 
ship to be held for 5 years. His connection with this Institution, in one 
way or another. as a student, as a teacher, or as a Fellow, lasted for 
16 years, from 4th March 1863 to 31st October 1877. While at the 
Madressa, he had the advantage of learning his Pahlavi under the late 
Dastur Shams-ul-Ul!ma Dr. Peshotan Byramji Sanjana, M. A. Ph. D., 
and his Sanskrit, under a learned Hindu Shastri. : 
Besides the Sir Jamsetji Madressa, he attended a private class 
conducted by the late Mr. Kharshedji Rustomji 
la eR ea? = Cama. He was one of the first few pupils 
of whom Mr. Kharshedji Cama was _ proud. 
While the Madressa imparted knowledze of the Iranian languages, 
mostly acco 1ding to the indigekous traditional or Eastern method, 
Mr. Cama, himsel f a pupil of European scholars, like Profs, Spiegel 
Mohl and Oppert, imparted knowledge according to the new scientific 
or the Western method So, Ervad Tehmuras had the advantage 
of studying under both the methods. 


We know, that among European scholars of the past generation, 
there were two schools for the study of the Avesta. 


1. The Vedic, the Etymological or the Philological school ; and 


2, The Pahlavi, Traditional or Historical school. There were 
many who attached due importance to the methods of both the schools. 
The Parsi scholats of Bombay were attached, to what may be called, the 
joint school, of which the late Prof. Darmestetor was a brilliant 
type They attached importance to both, to the knowledge that 
comes from the comparative study of the language and thoughts 
of the Vedas, and to the knowledge that comes from tradition as found 
in Pahlavi books. Ervad Tehmuras also, though a best Pahlavi 
traditional scholar, attached importance to both the schools, 


Though he owed his knowledge of Iranian languages to the 
Sir Jansetji Madressa and to Mr. Kharshedji Cama’s class, he 
owed a good deal more to himself, and to his private studies. He was,

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rather seriously of many things in the world for which we cannot 
account in the light of our ordinary philosophy. 


It was at Deesa that Ervad Tehmuras first began to learn Persian. 
We know, that all military cantonments have their 
Pisce his Persian Mahomedan Munshis, to teach Hindustani and 
Persian to the officers and soldiers, So, Deega 
had one. Tehmuras began to learn. Persian under such a Munshi. One 
day, he was discussing with him a certain question that arose during 
the course of receiving his lesson. He was boldly refuting the view 
of his teacher. This active discussion between the pupil, a white- 
turband young boy-priest, and a grown-up teacher drew the atten- 
tion of a passing Bania, who soon noticed that the young Mobad was a 
very intelligent person. This Bania gentleman was the famous Karsan- 
das Mulji, the great Hindu reformer, well-known as the defendant in the 
Mahraj Libel case. He inquired, as to who the pupil was and about 
his whereabouts, and then saw the maternal uncle, with whom Tehmuras 
stayed and did a part of his priestly duties. He persuaded him to send 
young Tehmuras to Bombay to be further educated. Mr. Karsandas’s 
advice was accepted and Tehmuras came to Bombay. 


On arriving in Bombay at the age of 18, he carried on his 
priestly profession for some time, in the Sir 
Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy Parsee Fire Temple of the 
priests of his Godavrd panthak. He also joined 
the Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy Parsee Benevolent Institution’s school 


in the Fort, and, in the course of two years, made a good progress in 
English and other subjects. 


‘Coming to Bombay. 


The Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy Madressa, an institution for teaching 

dis -Sodnaction ikk old Iranian languages and cognate subjects to young 
the. Sir | Jamsetjee Parsee priests, was founded on 4th Marth 1863. 
He was one of the first 13 students who joined 

the Madressa at its commencement!. His career at this Institu- 
tion was brilliant. In 1869, he won a monthly scholarship of 
Rs. 30 to be held for two years. In 1871, he was appointed a 
‘teacher of Sanskrit in the Madressa. In the same year, he

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A Parsee priest using the bow may look to be a strange sight now, 
but we know, that some of the sculptures of ancient Iran, have represent- 
ed a personage—at times, a praying personage—with a bow in his hand. 
That figure has been recently familiarized to us by Prof. Bartholomae, 
who has given it on the covers of some of his recent publications on 
Trfénian subjects, with the suggestive motto, ‘“ Wiedu kannst so wolle,” 
or “Wish as thou canst.” The Pahlavi Minokherad speaks of 
several instruments as suggesting spiritual characteristics. There, 
the bow is spoken of, as suggesting -vwx6e 231) bundak minashnih 
i.e, a perfect thought or devotedness.! The emblematic form, referred 
toin Iranian sculptures and in the Minokherad, suggests the lesson, 
conveyed in the advice of the Parsee Ashirvad or Marriage bendection, 
viz. bundak minashnih kar varz t. e., “when you do a work do it with all 
your heart.” It can be said of Tehmuras, that the art of using the bow 
with precision, learnt by him in his youthful days, served him well in 
other directions. It made him bold and steady. He went to his studies 
in advanced manhood with precision and devotedness. He was courageous 
and bold in the expression of his views. 


When at Deesa, Ervad Tehmuras, besides learning further the recital 
of the Avesta and acquiring the knowledge of the 
ritual under his maternal uncle, learnt from him 
something of najum orastrology- Most of the Parsee 
priests of the older times, who professed to possess some learning, did 
know something of najum or astrology. In fact, the Parsee Dasturs 
of India, inherited, as it were, this love of the study of najum from 
their Iranian fore-fathers. We learn from the Shah-nameh of Firdousi, 
that the old kings of Persia often consulted their Dasturs versed 
in the art of najum. Jamasp, the learned Dastur of the court of King 
Vishtasp, the patron-king of Zoroaster, was known as Jamasp Baétasha- 
zich i.e. as Jamasp the Astrologer?. Ervad Tehmuras did not attend to the 
study of najum later on, but, from what he had learnt from his maternal 
uncle, and from what he had heard and ‘learned from his Bhil friends at 
Deesa, he was orte of those, who, like Shakespeare's Hamlet, believed, that 
there were many things in the world, not dreamt of in our philosophy. 
Though free from superstitions, I remember him talking at times, when 
I attended his Persian and Avesta classes, to which I will refer later on,

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full-fledged priest. After his father’s death, young Tehmuras did not like 
to continue in the profession at his native town of Anklesar. He went to 
Deasa, a military cantonment, in the Palanpur District, to the house of 
his maternal uncle, Mr. Peerozejee Rustomjee.Dhaman, who was working 
there, both as a priest and as an agriculturist. Being the Bhdanej 
( aiev ) i.e the sister's son of the only priest of the Parsee congre- 
gation there, young Tehmuras, who had a handsome attractive face, was 
soon popular there, and was known by the pet name of ‘ Bhdnia’ i. e. the 
nephew. A part of the work of a Parsee priest in such out of the way 
places and camps, where some Parsees had gone to live in the company 
of British troops, to work as petty shop-keepers, shroffs, chowdries,! 
canteen wallahs? etc, was to go every evening to the sagdi (i ¢. a fire place) 
attached to a Tower of Silence, to look after and feed the sacred 
fire, or the lamp that was kept burning there. So, it was the duty of 
panthaki® Peerozejee to go there every evening. As young Tehmuras 
was now assisting him in his work, he had, at times, to go to 
the Sagdi, which was ina solitary place, far away from the camp, 
because a Tower of Silence, of which a sagdi formed an adjunct, was 
enjoined to be built, as far as possible and vonvenient, on ground far 
removed from human habitations. 


It is aptly said, that “a man is the child of his circumstances.” 

So, it was in the case of Ervad Tehmuras. Deesa was 

; ae eae or Vidi: the not then, what it is now, & quiet and peaceful place. 

The British in those early days, fixed their can- 

tonments in the middle of districts, which contained people of 

turbulent nature. Deesa was one of such places. As Tehmuras had 

to go to the sagdi in the evening, and to return in the dark hours of 

the night, and as the locality was inhabited by some of the turbulent 

tribes, he had to learn for the sake of self-defence, the art of using the bow 

and also the gun. His handsome features and his intelligent and smart 

habits had attracted the attention ofsome of the Bhils, a turbulent tribe 

living there. He made friends of some of them, and it was they, who 
taught him the art of using the bow with precision.

So, 
this us/éd uf Naosari, who was a strict disciplinarian and who struck 
terror into the hearts of many a pupil, was known as Rustam Pehlvaén 
z.é. Rustam, the hero. Some of these old indigenous classes were held in 
the early hours of night and morning, and worked before oil lamps. 
This seems to be in the spirit of the Avesta times, where the favourite 
and best hours of study were said to be those in the early and latter 
parts of the day and the night. } 


Another custom, peculiar to the old indigenous schools of thestamp 
of Mr. Palia’s school at Surat, was this: At times, some pupils, while 
reading his pothé or book of Zend Avesta, winked or nodded. To prevent 
them from going to sleep and to keepthem awake, their chotli or long 
hairs, which candidates for priesthood were specially enjoined to keep, 
were tied with a string, which, at the other end, was tied with a rafter of 
the house. ‘When the pupil nodded, the straining of the chotli at once 
roused him from his sleep. ‘' Sutra gan” i.e., “count or recite your 
sutras”, were the familiar words with which, now and then, the ustdd 
roused his dozing shdgirds or chelds from their sleep. The word Sutra 
is not Iranian but is Indian. The proper Parsee form for the injunction 
would be ( 53% @y) ‘“kardo bhan” i. ¢. recite your section. The 
use of this Hindu word by a Parsee ustdd of the early part of the last 
century, shows that some of the methods of the indigenous Parsee 
schools were taken from the Indian Shalas. The early lessons 
of the alphabet were taught in some of these indigenous schools 
by spreading dasst on ‘pdiis’ 7. e. wooden beards. Stone slates 
and slate pens were not much known. They spread ordinary sand 
or dust over the wooden boards and then inscribed characters on 
it with fingers or wocden sticks. J dti par dhul ndkhvi i.e to throw 
dust on wooden slate, isa cant phrase, used even now at times, in the 


sense of writing or learning. 


Young Tehmuras was, at the age of nine or ten, the pupil of such 

a Parsee indigenous school at Surat. On learning, 

ce by heart, the required texts of the Avesta and on 

knowing the necessary ritual, he returned to his town, 

and from there went {to Broach, to go through the initiating priestly 

ceremonies of Navar and Maratab. This was before he was eleven and 

before his father’s death, by which time he had become, as it were, a 
1 Vendidad IV, 45.

On the death of his father, young Tehmuras was only a boy 

of about 11 years of age. Ervad Dinshaw had begun 

Early boyhood atan giving his son priestly education, from his echild- 

pe iecnoue School at hood, and had, after some preliminary education 

in that line at home, sent him to Surat, where, 

the school of Mr. Aspandyar Palid, a strict disciplinarian, was well- 

known, as a seat for training boys for the priestly degrees of Navar and 
Maratab.! 


These indigenous schools or classes of the early part of the last 
century, Were institutions peculiar in themselves. 

Indigenous Priestly here. the Shdgirds or pupils were taught the Zend 
schools of the last Avesta, w ell-nigh free of cost, and Were, in return, 
ae expected to do some of the household work of their 
preceptors, such as that of fetching various things from the Bazir, and 
even that of sweeping their house and cleaning their utensils. The use of 
cane, and that even a strong cane, enforced discipline in the strict per- 
formance of such duties. The fees paid to these teachers or school- 
masters were trifling They were not monthly fees, but were paid 
in a lump sum—and that even not a large one-on the occasion, 
when the pupil, having learned by heart the recital of the 
necessary prayers and knowing the ritual, went through the qualitying 
ceremony of Navar. In most cases, a vdgo i.e. a suit of dress—not a 
single readyeprepared suit, but tdkds 7.e. pieces of cloths,— formed the 
additional payment in kind. To add to the importance and value of all 
these, the payment was made to the ustéd in the public before the 
assembled gathering on the .Navar day with the application of a 
hunkun tilld ie. a mark of red pigment on the fore-head. The ustdds 
or preceptors of this kind were known in all the principal centres 
of the Parsees. Thus, at Naosari, Mr. Hormasjee Nariman, better 
known as Hormusji Kam&l, was well known as such an us¢dd. 
In ‘Bombay, an usidd, known as Mr. Bhapoo, was similarly 
welleknown. Their very names, as it were, struck terror 
into the minds of their shagirds or disciples. Mr. Rustomji Kotewal 
is still known as an ustdd of this stamp to many a Parsee priest at 
Naosari. According to Firdousi, many an Iranian mother of ancient 
timés struck terror into the minds of her weeping children and quieted

ERVAD TEHMURAS DINSHAW ANKLESARIA. 


Ervad Telmuras was born on Roz Behram, Mh Deh, 1211 
Yazdazardi, 15th July 1842 A. D., at Ankle- 
sar, a town near Broach, on this side of the river 
Nerbudah. It was his birth-place that had given him his surname of 
Anklesaria. Owing to the vicinity of Anklesar to Broach, he was also 
known, sometimes, as Ervad Tehmuras Bharucha. Anklesar holds a some- 
what prominent place in the early history of the Parsees, as it formed 
the northern limit of one of the panthake (i e. ecclesiastical divisions), 
viz.,the Godavraé panthak, referred to in the Kisseh-i-Sanjan, which 
gives a short account of the early history of the Parsees after their 
landing at Sanjan on their emigration from Persia!. ‘Ihe colophons of 
some old Parsee manuscripts point to the plice, as the home of their 
copyists. Owing to his connection with this seat of the Godavra 
panthak, he was looked at by the Godavra priests as one of their leaders. 
His father Ervad Dinshaw was, at first, carrying on the priestly 
profession, but, latterly, he took to the work of a 

His father, a Priest & building contractor, and as such, had built the 
present Tower of Silence at Anklesar. By a strange 

coincidence, he died soon after; and his was the first body that was 
exposed in the new Tower, thus proving, in the thoughts of 
some, the correctness of their superstitious belief, that those, who 
took an extra-ordinary prominent part in the construction of a Tower 
of Silence were themselves likely to become the first or early occup= 
ants of the Tower. It is for this reason, that we find, that rich liberal 
Parsees of the older generations, like the first Sir Jamshedji or the first 
Sir Dinshaw Petit, though rich enough to build Towers at their own. 
individual expenses, did not like, or were not allowed, to do so. They 
subscribed very liberally to the public funds raised by the community

I shoud be very glad if you would write rather oftener, as there are 
many questions that arise in the interpretation of Pahlavi, regarding 
which we might consult each other, if one be certain of a reply. On this 
subject, I shall continue to consider at leisure, the words that you have 
marked in your fac-simile, and will let you know the restilt before long, 
that is, as soon as my other work wil] permit. In the mean time will 
you let me know if you received a long Jetter from me some years ago

A short life of Ervad . . ‘ 
Tehmuras. the public, as his posthumous work. I have given my 


own impressions about the life-work of Ervad Tehmu- 
ras, but, for some of the different events of his life, and more 
especially, for those of his boyhood and early youth, I am indebted to the 
columns of the Jém-i-Jamshed of Bombay.

The Parsees of India have now their Marriage Act and the Act of 
Succession, both known as the Parsi Marriage and Divorce Act, Act 
No. XV of 1865, and, the Parsi Succession Act, Act No. XXI of 1865. 
These were given to them after a very long inquiry and after several 
representations made to Government. The Parsi Law Association 
was specially founded for the purpose, and it completed its work after 
several years. Those who carried on these inquiries had long to grope in 
the dark, as there was no old Pahlavi treatise to which they could refer, 
for their ancient customs and manners. The Dasturz, when asked upon 
the subject, had to look into books here and there to collect shreds of 
information, Had this treatise been then known, much time and 
money would have been saved, and a good deal of information would 
have been obtained. As Prof. Darmesteter, says this treatise, in 
the hand of a Pahlavi-knowing jurist, would be very useful. Any fresh 


legislation, if necessary, shall have to look to this treatise.

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The name of the book, which means ‘‘ An Account of 1,000 opinions” 


(Madigan-i-Haz&r Dadistén), suggests the question, 
ae _esiticeldon: of whether the book, as originally written or 

compiled, contained exactly 1,000 opinions of the 
Dasturs or the learned priests of the Sis&nian times. It seems that the 
word Hazar (a thousand) is vaguely used, without the intention of 
suggesting that it really contained one thousand opinions. The book of 
Hazar-afsaneh, which is supposed to be the source of the 1,001 stories 
of the Arabian nights!, and which itself is believed to have its source 
in some Pahlavi stories of the ancient Iranians, written, at first, it is thought 
for Queen Homéi or Chéherazid?, may perhaps suggest an analogy 
and lead one to think that the work may have contained a thousand 
opinions, But it seems that the word ‘thousand’ is used rather vaguely 
to indicate an idea of ‘numerous.’ For example, we have such a vague 
use of the word in the Avesta, in such forms as Hazangrem baéshazandm 
(a thousand of healths) Mithrem Hazangra gaoshem (Mithra with one 
thousand ears) and Azim Dahékem Hazangra-Yabkshtim (the Azi Dahaka 
who used a thousand devices), The MAdig&n is somewhat in the form of 
a compendium like the Revayets. So, I think, the word ‘thousand’ is not 


used with an idea to indicate any exact number. 


The Pahlavi treatise, of which this fac-simile formsa part, is the 
first of its kind. It shows that, as said by Prof. Darmesteter, the 
Parsees of the Middle Ages had some literature of the judicial type. It is, 
as Prof. Bartholomoae calls it a Law-book (Rechtsbuch) on social matters,

What leads 
us to this supposition is, as pointed out by Prof. Darmesteter,? the 
mention of the name 4 of Yadan-Yim,® the father of Dasturs Zad-Sparam 
and Manushcheher, who lived at the end of the ninth Century, the year of the 
date of one of the famous epistles of Manushcheher to his brother Zad-Spa- 
ram being one corresponding to 881 A. D.6 As Dastur Yadén Yim is 
spoken of as “ Vahisht-bahr (Pers. Behesht-beheré i.e. one who had a share 
in the paradise) 1.e. the late”, the book must have been written some time 
after his death. Though written so late as the 9th Century, the authorities 
quoted are all of the Sdsdnian times. Again, as the malkdn malké or the 
Shahan-shdh is referred to, the treatise undoubtedly refers to Sasdnian 


times.

As to the different 
subjects treated in the chapters, Dr. West has given, as follows, a short 


epitome in his above mentioned Pahlavi Essay :-—

“The most important fact that leads us to say this, isthe fact of the 
chapters being marked with numbers. The process of numbering the 
chapters in this manuscript is one peculiar to it. We see nothing of the 
kind in other Pahlavi manuscripts, and even in Persian manuscripts, as far 
as know. The chapters are not marked with Pahlavi or Persian numbers, 
but are marked with lettecs of the Persian alphabet, which we have to count 
up, according to the Persian method of numerical compilation, following the 


order of Abjad Havaz ( 5, a?! ).” 


I have given, in my previous Introduction, a table, presenting the 
letters marked on the chapters and their numbers, as calculated by the above 
process, In that table, I have included the folios of this fac-simile also. I 


have thus spoken there of these folios :-— 


‘‘'We have seen above, that, between 73 and 93, there are 19 folios 
wanting, and they are with Mr, Tehmuras, but, as a matter of fact, Mr. 
Tehmuras has 20 folios. His portion of the manuscript seems to have been 
very well preserved, and the numbers of the folios are clearly marked. 
These 20 folios begin with se o4%®, 74 and end with roy 91, 
Numbers 74 to 91, both inclusive, must make up 18 folios; but, two 
out of the 20 folios, viz., »4qoKt, 84and 43 Mt, 89, bear, through 
some mistake of the copyist, the same number. This accounts for 
the number of the folios of his manuscript being 20 instead of 18 according 
to our calculation, So we have still to account for one folio, v#z., number

“On the face of the book, the first 19 folios seem to be missing, because 
the very first folio is marked “=# 20. Again, the folios from 20 to 72 must 
contain altogether 53 folios, but, as there are only 36, it appears at first 


sight, that 17 are missing in this first group. 


‘“* We will divide all the folios, for the sake of convenience, into two 
groups. The first, we will call the numbered group, because the folios 
therein are, with the exception of two folios, more or less clearly marked in 
Persian characters. The second, we will call the unnumbered gronp, 
because the folios therein, are, with the exception of three folios, not 


marked......” 


‘“‘ We .....find that in the first numbered group of 36 folios, the follow- 
ing are missing :—26, 27, 30, 35, 42, 43, 46, 47, 52, 53, 55, 56, 58, 68, 
68, 69, 71. 


‘Now we come to the second group of folios, which we have called 


the unnumbered group. It contains the remaining 19 folios......” 


“With respect to this second group we cannot clearly say what  parti- 


cular folios are missing, because almost all the folios are unnumbered. 


‘Now it appears that some of the folios of the second unnumbered 


group are the missing folios, not ouly of the first numbered group of our 
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slips of paper, to enable the artist to take a proper photo. This would have 


been avoided had there been a collotyping press here. 


“Secondly, the photozinco process, in the matter of this text, has 
not turned out to be as successful as one would have wished it to be. 
Some of the marginal letters and some letters here and there even in 
the body of the pages have not been printed. Hence, a separate 
stable of corrigenda and addenda has become unavoidably necessary, 
and the students, attempting to study this book, should frequently 
consult this table. Some of the words and letters on the corners 
and margins of the folios, being covered over with slips of papers, 
put over them to preserve the torn portions, an attempt has been made 
to recover and read those covered portions by moistening them with benzene 
and holding them before light. Where these attempts have been successful, 
the words are given in the addenda. My best thanks are dueto Mr. 
-Tehmuras Dinshaw Anklesaria, a member of the Victoria Jubilee Pahlavi 
Text Committee, for this work and for preparing the table of corrigenda 


and addenda. Mr. Tehmuras has also otherwise assisted me in arranging 


the order of the folios. 


“Thirdly, the folios of the manuscript are not in their proper 
order, They have been misplaced here and there. (1) They do not 
bear the rekdbs or catchwords. (2) Again, all the chapters do 
not bear numbers. (3) And thirdly, some of the folios, being torn in their 
top-corners, where they are generally marked, the numbers of the folios 
have disappeared, All these facts add to the difficulty of assigning proper 
places to the folios, which seem to have been bound up in one manuscript in 


a bapbazard way.

Introduction by me in 1901. This portion has disclosed the name of 
the treatise; and so, it has been published under its proper title of 
“The Madig&n-i-Hazar Dadtstan” ¢¢. “An account of 1000 opinions.” 
It has been published by the Trustees of the Parsee Punchayet, from the 
Victoria Jubilee Pahlavi Text Fund under their hands. The work, so 
published, is a photo-zincographed fac-simile of the manuscript, referred to 
above by Dr. West as belonging to the late Mr. Manockjee Limjee. 
Hoshang Hataria’s Library, which is now located in the Zarthoshti 
Anjuman Atash Beharam in Bombay. 


I beg to refer the readers of this Introduction to my longer Intro- 
duction in the earlier and larger publication, the photo-zincographed fac- 
simile of 55 folios. ‘The present publication stands, as it were, as a supple- 
ment to the larger publication, As I have said in that Introduction, while 
studying for it, I had, through the kindness of Ervad Tehmuras, the: 
pleasure and the advantage of looking into the present lithographed fac- 
simile also. So, while writing that Introduction, I had to say something 


about the present manuscript also.

The relation of this held in the body of the larger manuscript of the 
iin to the larger Madigan-i-Hazar Dadistan, when both the manuscripts 
formed parts of one manuscript, I quote here, at some 


length, from my previous Introduction :— 


“ The task of publishing a text by the photozincograph process is not 
always a difficult one, because one has simply to place his text before his 
readers with all its faults and merits, But the task of publishing this work 


has been an exception for several reasons. 


“ Firstly, the text has been so much spoilt, especially on the margin and 
corners of some of the pages, that the soiled portions had to be traced on 
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‘from an ordinary looking-glass, while most of the light above your papers 
is kept away by a hinged lid to the table, which is lifted up by one edge 
to aconvenient angle. It isa useful mode of tracing with your papers on 
a level, or only slightly tilted. [ used to use one in Bombay from 1844 
to 1866, and my father, before me, had another there from 1812 to 1819. 
My brother also had a smaller one made there, about 1848, so contrived as 
to admit of tracing from book-plates without damaging the book. I 
should fancy you could easily convince the owners of the missing folios 
of the Sasanian Code that the facsimile process does not damage the 
original folios, by showing them your own originals, which have already 
undergone the process. It isa pity not to complete the publication of 


your facesimile at an early date.’ ! 


Dr. West writes thie in 1894. This facsimile was prepared by Ervad 
Tehmuras in 1887, or some time before that. As said above, Prof. Dar- 
mesteter, having seen a proof copy of it in 1887 when he was in Bombay, 
had taken a short notice of it in the issue of December 1887 of the “ Revue 
Critique d’ Histoire et de Littérature.” 


The larger part of the Pahlavi book, which contained the missing folios 


referred to by Dr. West, and which itself is 
Pied Ee ea incomplete and is much mutilated, has, since Dr. 
West wrote’ the above, been published with an 


(1) I note here, with pleasure, what Dr. West wrote in the above letter about Ervad Tehmuras's 
son, Mr.Behramgore, who has, by this time, justified, the gocd opinion formed of his Pahlavi knowledge. 
Dr. West wrote: “IT was glad to see that one of the Pahlavi students examined last Deéember, 
whom I suppose to be 4 son of yours, by his name, showed a better knowledge of Pahlavi than any 
of his class competitors.” The examination referred to, is that of the etndents of the Sir Jamsetjee 
Jeejeebhoy Zarthoshti Madressa, of which Mr. Behramgore was a pupil and in which, he now, in 
addition to his Principalship of the Moola Feroze Madressa, holds the post of a Lecturer in Pahlavi. 
In the next letter he wrote: “Iam glad that your son is studying for the M. A. examination and 
hope he will pass easily.” Mr, Behramgore hes passed his M. A. In the same letter (14th February 
1895) Dr. West is solicitous for Ervad Tehmuras’s health and writes: ‘“ You muat not work too hard 
yourself. Perhaps Europe is a better climate for work, but we have been having a continuous frost 


for the last three weeks, which is nearly as bad in our climate as an Indian May or October isin the 
other,” 


IyrRODUCTION, 


Tehmuras Dinshawjee obtained 20 folios of the text from Persia about 
the year 1872, and prepared a fac-simile of them for publication many 
years afterwards, when he discovered that 55 folios of another Persian 
copy were at Teheran, in the library of the late Manekji Limji, which has 
since been transferred to Bombay. Taken together, these fragments of two 
separate copies extend from fol. 20 to fol. 98 of the text, with some dupli- 


cates and some deficiencies which have not been ascertained, as only 21 


folios have been examined.’’ } 


This publication is the result of a careful fac simile tracing by Ervad 
Tehmuras. From one of the letters of Dr. E. W. West to Ervad Tehmuras, 
kindly placed at my disposal, I find that Dr. West took great interest in 
the work, and even advised as to how the tracing should be done in such 
cases, I quote here, an extract from his letter of 29th November 1894, 
because it shows Dr. Wests’ interest in the work of Tehmuras, and also 


because it reveals the fact of his long family connection with India. 


He says :— 


“About the Sasanian Code ; the’ risk of damaging the original folios 
depends upon how the fac-simile is made. You must, I suppose, trace the 
writing ; and, if this be done with ink, either on tracing or thin transfer 
paper, there is a risk of the pen sometimes piercing the paper, which would 
undoubtedly produce blots, here and there, upon the original Ms, This can, 
of course, be avoided by tracing with pencil, and afterwards inking the 
pencilled tracing ; in doing which, most of the irregular forms, that always 
occur in simple tracing, can be rectified by keeping an eye on the original. 
I suppose you do this, and so get a very accurate copy of the original on 
your transfer paper. Do you use a tracing-table ? that is, a table with a 
sheet of glass let into its top, so as to get a strong light below, reflected up

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regulations referring to social customs, one may say, that the name, previ- 


ously given to it, is, if not wholly, at least, fundamentally appropriate. 


About nine years before Dr, West, the late Prof. Darmesteter also, 
had, in a short notice ! of the coming book, which he had scen in proofs, 
when he was in Bombay in the early part of 1887, called it a Social Code. 
I think, Prof. Darmesteter, who had been reading for some days with 
Ervad Teh muras, the owner of the manuscript, in Bombay, in January and 
February 1887, and who had come into a good deal of literary contact 
with him, had taken the suggestion of the name from Ervad Tehmuras 
himself. I had more than once heard, Ervad Tehmuras_ speak of this 
treatise as a Social Code of the ancient Iranians. Again, Prof. Darmesteter 
seems to have also had an opportunity of looking into a copy? of the larger 
treatise, with the late Dastur Dr. Jamaspji Minocheherjee Jamaspasana, 
with whom also he read for some days in 1887. This appears to be the 
case from what he says of the copy in the above notice of our fac-simile in 
the Revue Critique. I lately inquired of Dastur Kaikhusru, the son of Das- 


tur Jamaspji, whether this copy, referred to by Prof. Darmesteter, 


was with him, and learnt, that it was not in his library. 
Dr. West thus speaks of this Pahlavi book :—

2. From a pencil note in the papers of Ervad Tehmuras, I find, that the copy was made for 
Dastur Jamaspji by the late Dastur Jamshedji Sorabji Kuka, and that Ervad Tehmuras had it with 
him, for some time. I give, at the end of this Introduction, Ervad Tehmuras’s pencil note at full 
length, which tends to show, that the larger part of the Treatise, which had latterly come to Bombay 
and which has been edited by me ere this, had once before been in Bombay, Dastur Jamaspji had 
got a copy of it taken, and had then returned it to its owner, Mr. Manockji Hataria to Persia. 
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The Pahlavi treatise, of which this publication forms a part, is an

The late Dr. E. W. West has divided the Pahalavi Literature into 


three classes, viz. 


1. Pahlavi Translations of Avesta Texts 
2. Pahlavi Texts on religious subjects, and 


8. Pahlavi Texts on non-religious or miscellaneous subjects. 


The text, included in this fac-simile manuscript, belongs to the third 
class. It does not form a separate treatise in itself, but forms part of a 
larger work which occupies the first place in Dr. West’s third division. 
When Dr, West wrote his essay in 1896, he had not seen the larger part of 
the treatise, though he had heard of it. So, from the contents of this 
smaller volume, which he had seen, he named the treatise “The Social 


Code of the Parsis in Sassanian Times.’”! 


Prof. Bartholomae, in his article, entitled “Uber ein Sasan- 
-idisches Rechtsbuch,”! considers the title not to be completely 
appropriate, and seems to think, that the title “ Law-book ” (Rechtsbuch) 
would be rather more appropriate. Looking to the fact, that among the 
ancients, the law-book or the Legal Code was chiefly concerned with the
